Both of thése-men were in Hol- 
lywood at the time of the murder.

One of them not only dis- 
appeared, but changed his name. 

Through information obtained 
by shadowing these men along the 
Chicago Rialto and on the North 
Side, plus information in the mo- 
tion picture world of the east, 
District Attorney Asa Keyes of 
Los Angeles expects to solve the 
murder mystery.

HOW THE FRENCH RULED 
THEIR COLONIES 


As you look over our own col- 
onial “history you notice that the 
ISnglish courts .gave some sort of 
freedom and some sort of self- 
government to their coionies. 


Of course, sometimes the free- 
dom that they gave was little. 
but it always was enough to ninake 
their people feel as though they 
were equals of their English broth- 
ers and as a rule it kept them 
contented enough. Ag time went 
on and the colonies grew strong- 
er, they came to demand more lib- 
erty and in the end they often 
set it. 

But with the French it was en- 
lirely different. The French col- 
onists were treatcd by the home 
government as though they were 
mere hirelings. They must have

them behave. 

They had no voice whatever in 
their cwn government. Their laws 
were handed to them all ready 
made and they did exactly as 
their laws told them to do. 

They had never been taught 
the importanee of farming and so 
their agriculture was in no way 
flourishing as that in the English 
colonies. Among them there. was 
none of the prosperity of the New 
Engiand farmers, their neighbors. 

Consequently it is mo wonder 
that the English colonies were 
far ahead of the French in in- 
dustry, trade, education and pop- 
ulation. You have noticed that 
the French had paid a great deal 
of attention to pushing out her 
boundaries and to establishing new 
trading posts. For this the English 
colonies were her jealous rivals.
